Joined them in Niagara and 
bought a farm there. 

BUI married Eva, whom he 
met whfie working at a local 
canning factory, in 1945— 


they would have celebrated 
their 65th anniversary this 
November—and at first they 
lived in a smaU apartment 
whUe Bill worked as a truck 
driver. But just a few years 
later he surprised Eva by 
purchasing 15 acres of farm¬ 
land near Queenston, which 
he planted with peaches, 
cherries, plums and pears, 
and continued to work off 
the farm whUe Eva managed 
it and a growing famfiy. 

Andres entered poHtics in 
1956, when he successfully 
ran for local council. In 1970 
he was elected to the newly- 
formed regional council, 
and in 1974, won a federal 
seat, joining Pierre Trudeau 
and the Liberal Party. 

He was a man who, what¬ 
ever the subject, always had 
time to talk, always had an 
opinion—and always had 
words of caring and comfort 
when needed. 


He also always held on to 
the child within, which 
allowed him to laugh, to 
freely give and receive hugs, 
and to say exacdy what he 
was thinking, those gath¬ 
ered at Bethany Monday 

He loved politics, said 
Pastor Randy Klaassen, 
because it allowed him to 
pursue two of his favourite 
passions—an interest in 
people and a love of talking. 

Heart problems had 
forced him to take life a Htde 
easier and back away from 
battles that he would have 
faced head-on in earlier 
times, such as the demise of 
Niagara District Secondary 
School. 

But he stfil loved to give 
advice—to family members, 
to other politicians, and 
more recendy, with an elec¬ 
tion on the horizon, to those 
hoping to enter the world of 
poUtics. 

Although Bill was becom¬ 
ing more and more frail of 


day, when reminiscing 
about his time in politics, 
that he had kept many arti¬ 
cles and photos of his years 
on local council and as an 
MP. But he said what he was 
most proud of were the 
accomplishments of his 
children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren, and he 
loved a wall at home devot¬ 
ed to a photo gallery of those 
achievements. 

In turn his children, said 
Rick, could not be more 
proud of their father’s 
accomplishments, “thankful 
for his faith in God, and 
blessed to have him as our 
father, as we live out his 
dreams, demonstrated by 
his living example, for us all 
to achieve, to be a positive 
influence in the world, to be 
good parents, and to have 
faith in God.” 

Along with his wife Eva, 
Bill leaves five children and

That report is expected to 
go to council before the 
election, so that councillors 
can direct town staff to 
study costs, fares and 
potential service providers, 
so they will be ready with 
their recommendations for 
the new council when it 
deals with the issue. 

Those elected are also 
sure to know how residents 
feel about public transit- 
several at Thursday’s meet¬ 
ing voiced their opinion 
that it should be an election 

After a phone and online 
survey and meetings with 
town council, staff and 
focus groups, consultants 
determined that seniors 
and youth are most in need 
of transportation, that it is 
most required between Old 
Town and Virgil, and that 
there is a need for connec¬ 
tions with St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls. They 
found a high level of com¬ 
munity support for such a 
service, said Chris Prentice 
of IBI, the consultants 
studying the issue, with an 
ideal fare of $2 to $3. 

While not everyone 
would use public transit, 
the community would ben¬ 
efit from a system that 
would bring people to 
town, and keep people 
within the community, said 
Prentice. 

The “overall sense” from 


the two open houses last 
Thursday, he said, is that 
residents feel public transit 
is long overdue. 

While a fixed route 
between Virgil and the Old 
Town couldn’t accommo¬ 
date everyone—it would 
have to be limited to main 
roads—there could be a 
supplementary door-to- 
door service, the consult¬ 
ants’ report said. 

A second phase could 
include extensions to 
St.Davids and Glendale, 
potentially with a route to 
Queenston as well, and 
could connect with the 
region’s proposed inter¬ 
municipal service, if it 
moves forward as planned. 

Several residents cited 
the new St. Catharines hos¬ 
pital as reason for an inter¬ 
municipal service—other¬ 
wise it could be out of reach 
for some who don’t drive. 

The total price tag for 
operating the service, with 
money from the provincial 
gas tax to help offset costs, 
is estimated at about 
$283,000, with a private 
company providing the 
service, the report said. 

Prentice explained that 
the town council must 
make a decision about what 
kind of transit system they 
can offer, and stick with it 
for the long term - that 
“putting a toe in to test the 
water” won’t work, because 
if residents feel a service is 
only a test project, they 
won’t change their habits

His research included 
studying similar communi¬ 
ties such as Huntsville and 
Collingwood, which have 
transit systems. 

“We’re not re-inventing 
the wheel here,” he said. 
“We have analyzed the 
demand and need, and 
come up with some 
options.” 

He explained that 
although NOTL will con¬ 
tribute financially to the 
inter-municipal service the 
region is proposing, there 
are no plans at this point 
for it to connect to NOTL, 
and suggested that since it’s 
a sore point for taxpayers, 
it’s up to elected officials to 
press the region for a con¬ 
nection to NOTL. 

"It’s up to the town to say 
'change this, or improve it 
to help us out”' said 

Since there could be 
some hesitation when it 
comes to budgeting for the 
service, former councillor 


Tom Braybrook pointed out 
that residents who don’t 
see themselves using pub¬ 
lic transit would want to 
know the impact on their 
taxes. He suggested it might 
be around $25 on the aver¬ 
age property tax bill. 

“People don’t mind 
spending money if it's 
spent on the right things,” 
he said, adding that public 
transit is an investment 
similar to parks and are¬ 
nas—which cost money but 
benefit the community. 

Prentice says although he 
hasn’t looked at the cost 
per taxpayer, $25 sounds 
like it would be in the ball 

The concern is that the 
cost would be a new 
expense, never an easy 
decision for council, he 
said, and sometimes diffi¬ 
cult for taxpayers to accept. 
However, when compared 
to the cost of a cup of coffee 
roughly every other week, 
"it helps to put it in per¬ 
spective.”

After a loss in his personal

and teachers. 

Wilding wants voters to 
remember that the trustee 
race plays a role in the com¬ 
munity, whether or not you 
have kids in school. 

“It affects you greatly. I 
have no kids in school, but I 
have grandkids, and that's as 
important to me as my own 
kids.

But even those who can’t envision 
taking a bus around town must real¬

New technologies, new opportunities at the library

Technology has

The development of fibre 
optics, electronics and the 
Internet has changed the way

His vision for the

“As we work on our 
rural roads, we should be 
thinking about widening

He would also like to 
see the town work with 
NOTL Hydro to bury 
cables, especially in the

“We have to have a 
game plan with NOTL 
Hydro to get those lines 
buried.

But the biggest issue, 
he says, is taxation- 
even though the town 
takes less than 20 per 
cent of the taxes it raises.

Working fire extinguishers 
minimize damage, save fives 


It’s easy to forget about them, but when you 
need them most, they could save your life. 

Fire extinguishers, according to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Deputy Fire Chief Jo Zambito, are 
often overlooked as a line of defence for resi¬ 
dents, but when kept up to regulation with reg¬ 
ular checks and replacements, are great tools 
to minimize potential damage. 

“I definitely think people are intimidated by 
fire extinguishers,” said Zambito. "Mostly 
because they haven’t taken the time to 
research them and really understand how to 
use one - if there’s a fire it’s the last moment 
you want to be figuring it out.” 

With an open house on Wednesday and 
Thursday at die fire hall on Anderson Lane, 
residents will have the opportunity to purchase 
and use fire extinguishers, not to mention ask 
any questions they may have - many of which 
are likely to be about die proper upkeep of an 


“You should be checking the gauge on a 
monthly basis,” said Zambito. ‘You want to 
have it serviced once a year.” 

One of the biggest mistakes Zambito say 
people make with their fire extinguisher is 
where they choose to put it. 

“A lot of people wifi put it near their stove 
thinking that if a fire is going to happen it will 
be there,” he said. “But if something on your 


stove catches fire, how are you going to get 
the fire extinguisher if its surrounded by 
flames?” 

A good location for your fire extinguisher 
would be on the path of exiting your home, 
because in all cases the fire department wants 
people to leave their home, he says. 

At the open house you can bring your fire 
extinguisher in and have it checked and test¬ 
ed to make sure that it’s in good working 
order and should you ever need to use it, you 
can do so without worry of having it fad. 

While it’s essential to have a working fire 
extinguisher, it’s also important to know how 
to use it. PASS is key: 

Pull the pin at the top of the extinguisher. 
The pin releases a locking mechanism and 
will allow you to discharge the extinguisher. 

Aim at the base of the fire, not the flames. 
This is important - in order to put out the fire, 
you must extinguish the fuel. 

Squeeze the lever slowly. This will release 
the extinguishing agent in the extinguisher. If 
the handle is released, the discharge will stop. 

Sweep from side to side. Using a sweeping 
motion, move the fire extinguisher back and 
forth until the fire is completely out. Operate 
the extinguisher from a safe distance, several 
feet away, and then move toward the fire once

Flashing red lights on a police 
car, ambulance or fire truck are 
familiar to drivers who understand 
that an emergency vehicle is on their 
way to an important call; as such we 
make every effort to make their 
route as simple as possible. 

Flashing green lights, on the other 
hand, aren’t quite as well known, 
but carry with them the same 
urgency as the flashing red ones. 

So what do flashing green lights 

Flashing green lights are an indi¬ 
cation that a volunteer firefighter is 
on the way to a call. 

Beyond the difference in colour of 
lights used, the volunteer fire fight¬ 
ers are not granted the same bene¬ 
fits as emergency vehicles. 

“They have no special powers - 
they have to obey all the rules of traf¬ 
fic; stopping at stop signs and red 
lights," said Deputy Fire Chief Jo 
Zambito. 

“All the flashing green light does 


is advise drivers on the road that a 
volunteer firefighter is going to a 
call.” 

While drivers are not obligated to 
pull over or stop for a volunteer vehi¬ 
cle, drivers are encouraged, when it 
is safe to do so, to let the volunteer 
go around you. 

While not as effective or attention 
grabbing as the lights and siren on a 
fire truck, the flashing green lights 
have been seen as something that has 

Having used the green lights for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s Fire and 
Emergency Services since the late 
‘90s, Zambito admits that there will 
always be challenges. 

“The green lights have been effec¬ 
tive in my opinion,” said Zambito. 
“There’s a challenge, especially in 
high tourist season, because people 
are less likely to have a green light 
catch their eye - I drive a marked 
emergency vehicle and I still 
encounter challenges.” 


The green lights are placed on the 
dashboard of the volunteer’s car and 
if you should see one in your rear 
view mirror, and it’s safe to do so, 
you’re asked to pull over out of cour¬ 
tesy and let the volunteer firefighters 
get to the call as soon as they possi¬ 
bly can. 

The Highway Traffic Act allows 
firefighters to display a flashing 
green light when responding to 
emergencies. The use of flashing 
green lights on or in vehicles is 
restricted to the Ontario fire service. 
Adoption of its use is strictly volun- 

The purpose of flashing green 
lights is to help other drivers recog¬ 
nize a firefighter en-route to an 
emergency and be courteous and 
yield the right-of-way. 

Firefighters may use flashing green 
lights on personally owned vehicles 
while proceeding to emergencies, 
including response to the scene or to 
the fire station.

TOM BRAYBROOK: 


issues like staffing, customer 
service, and consultants, as 
well as the amount of taxa¬ 
tion at the regional level and 
systemic unfairness of assess¬ 
ment based taxation. 

An external review of town 
administration has not been 
carried out for over 20 years, 
and would be invaluable as a 
tool for implementing cost 
controls. 

Finding ways to institute 


more fee-based services at 
tbe region (as with garbage 
collection and water/sewer 
rates), rather than taxation, 
would go a long way to reduc¬ 
ing the effect of double taxa¬ 
tion in NOTL due to high 
assessments. 

Over the years there has 
been an outcry from the pub¬ 
lic desiring more open and 
transparent discussion of 
issues and decisions of 


Council. In fact, the most 
divisive issues of late have 
been the result of poor com¬ 
munication. Too often 
Council meets the public 
only when a crisis occurs. A 
regular, informal forum of 
town hall meetings, the cre¬ 
ation of more citizens adviso¬ 
ry committees and a Council 
that gets out to meet people 
in public more would be 
good places to start 


Just three of the many 
issues that will face the Town 
over the next four years, but 
with a common thread. 
When Council works togeth¬ 
er with the many talented 
and interested people living 
here, we can find solutions 
that work for everyone.

To ensure this can be done 
without further levies on the 
public, I believe we must 
expand our tax base by 
aggressively marketing the 
significant industrial lands in 
Glendale.

PATRICK MCCANN: 

The Town of NOTL must 
be run more closely to that 
of a corporation. Council 
and town staff must be 
responsible to residents as 
to the business population. 
Ever increasing tax hikes 
and excessive spending 
must be eliminated. I pro¬ 
pose a tax hike limit to the 
cost of living, a restocking of 
reserves and a spending 
plan based on our ability to 
pay within a three year time 

I have spent many hours 
walking and talking to citi¬ 
zens who feel disenfran¬ 
chised. The "outer" banks of 
our town, including Niagara 
on the Green, Queenston 
and Chautauqua share the 
same concerns but on differ¬ 
ing issues. One hears that 
certain segments of our 


town have council and staff 
ears, while others feel 
unrepresented. I believe 
that council, the Lord Mayor 
and town staff must be held 
accountable. We must do 
performance reviews yearly 
on our town staff and pro¬ 
vide training to correct defi¬ 
ciencies. Council must pub¬ 
lish goals and review diem 
yearly and the Lord Mayor 
must openly review coun¬ 
cil's performance. Council 
and staff must meet quarter¬ 
ly to review major goals and 
objectives. 

Transportation and the 
demise of the shuttle serv¬ 
ice: There are large demo¬ 
graphic groups who desper¬ 
ately desire a "made in 
NOTL” shuttle service. They 
question why the shuttle 
service was cancelled. In my 
talks with regional experts 
on bus services, I hear that 
the local bus services of St. 
Catharines and Niagara Falls 


believe that they should run 
the bus service in NOTL. 
Consultants hired by the 
region will tell you that the 
infrastructure is already in 
place with the large transit 
groups. They will fail to tell 
us these transit companies 
do not make money and 
constantly need increased 
funding. Why would we 
want to absorb their over¬ 
head, their union contracts 
and their obligations, when 
we could tender to a local 
company, keep the jobs in 
our town and help to create 
secondary industry. If a 
home grown company can 
provide a viable, low cost 
solution, why would we hes¬ 
itate? 

We should go to tender, 
approve the best model for 
our town and dip into our 
present contributions to the 
regional transit system.

Another important piece 
of the puzzle would be the 
development of a vision and 
a plan for tourism for the 
next five to 15 years.

what type of tourist we want, 
what type of attraction we 
want to provide to meet that 
traveller's needs, what type 
of accommodation is most 
appropriate and then exam¬ 
ine the regulatory environ¬ 
ment to ensure that we're 
encouraging development of 
the tourism and tourism 
infrastructure that we want; 

The municipal budget has 
risen significantly over the 
period of office of the past 
council. I've seen estimates 
of from 20-40 per cent over 
the past four years, a time 
during which the Consumer 


Price Index has risen about 
10 per cent. In August, I 
asked Finance Director Scott 
Tipping for the total expen¬ 
ditures of the town for each 
year from 2005 to 2009. He 
provided data only for 2004 
to 2007; however, in that 
period, the expenditures 
went up by 22 per cent. 

I also asked for the expen¬ 
ditures on consultants and 
studies done by outside 
agencies from 2005 to 2009. 
To date he has been unable 
to provide this data. This 
lack of current data is as dis¬ 
turbing as the rising expen¬ 
ditures. We need some 
financial discipline in Town 
Council. I am prepared to 
supply it
